REFERENCE: ALL COUNTY LETTER 82-15, DATED FEBRUARY 19, 1982

On February 6, 1982, the court issued a preliminary injunctioan erdering the
Department to refrain from destroying, or allowing to be destroyved, the records
of applications of all AFDC recipients whose beginning date of aid was determined
to be the first of the month following the date of application pursuant fo

MPP Section 44-317.1Z.

In All County Letter No, 82-15, dated February 19, 1982, we instructed you

1) not to destroy or allow to be destroyed any open or closed case records

in your possession as of that date in which the beginning date of aid was

the first of the month following the date of application and 2y to flag all
new cases which have this beginning date of aid. As a result of the changed
beginning date of aid regulations which were effective between October 1, 1983
through October 19, 1983, you must also flag and/or be able to identify any
cases approved between these dates with a beginning date of ald other than the
date of application for Welfare Recipients League in addition to Miller v,
Deukmeidan. In the event that recomputation of those cases approved between
these dates is required pursuant to the preliminary injunction issued

November 8, 1983 in the Miller v. Deukmejian case (See ACIN I-123-83, dated
November 18, 1983), only those cases in which the recomputed beginning date

of aid is the first of the month following the date of application would require
compliance with All County Letter 82-15. In order to assure compliance with
the preliminary injunctions described above, we have developed the attached
brief report form (Attachment A}, which must be completed and returned to the
State Department of Social Services within 30 days of the date of this letter,
